Great American Scheme. 

Many of London's finest buildings are hidden 
away in narrow streets, and so closely surrounded 
hy warehouses and property of every description 
that their splendid elevations nre completely 
lost to the passer-by. A number of American 
financiers who have secured the patronage . of 
several Englishmen of distinction propose to 
expend two millions sterling on the erection 
of two buildings having a frontage to the 
Strand of 750 feet on the north side, slightly 
concave, the better to accommodate St. 
Church, standing in front of it, but with 
а spacions roadway between. ‘The build- 
ngs will have eight storeys up to the first 
roof, and -upom this roof, bnt thrown con- 
siderably back, will be four storeys more. ‘These 
will rise from the middle of the building, and 
will be crowned by a great dome or cupola, with 
n diameter of some seventy-five feet. Two car- 
riage-ways will lead through the central crescent, 
and there will be л great courtyard underneath 
the dome. The total area of this wonderful 
temple of commerce wil embrace three acres, 
while the floor space available for letting pur- 
poses will amount to 900,000 square feet, divided 
into over 6000 rooms. 


The Destroyers’ Trials.

Т has been decided that the conditions rezarding entries 
at Royal Henley Regatta shall remain in statu quo. 
The stewards, to the number of twenty-eight, met on 
Saturday at Henley Town Hall, under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Henry Knox, and, after a lengthy diseus- 
sion, five voted for and nineteen against Mr. W. H. 
Grenfell’s motion, -which was to the effect that foreign 
entries be not accepted. The matter had formed the subject 
for discussion among many clubs, and the results of votes 
taken were reud at Saturday’s meeting. Cambridge 
University, Royal Chester, Kingston, London, Molesey, 
and Thames were in favovr of foreign entries beng 
necepted as heretofore. In nearly all cases, however, 
the proviso was' added that the strictest inquiry be 
made as to amateur status, and in «ome the desire was 
«xpres&ed that professional coaching should not be allowed, 
at least in this countiy. Leander members were of opinion 
that the entries should be accepted only until such time as 
there existed other means of carrying out contests with 
for-igners in the United Kingdom; and practically this 
was the view taken by Oxford University. It almost looks 
to me as if the fear of 
A Charge of Cowardice 
being brought against them had iufluencel some of the 
]jubs as well as the Henley stewards. If so, one can but 


ohare would hold water. One danger of accepting foreign 
entries lies, in my opinion, in the chance of their becoming 
so numerous as to alter the charicter of the regatta, and 
in the end to see it prejudicially affected by over-com- 
petition.
